2.  All  bids  are  per  lot  as  numbered  in  this  catalogue. 

3.  Bids  less  than  60%  of  the  low  estimate  will  not  be  accepted. 

4.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  the  sale. 

5.  All  successful  bidders  shall  be  billed  for  postage,  handling  and  insurance. 

6.  We  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  loss  of  any  merchandise  shipped 
outside  the  United  States. 

7.  All  framed  items  are  shipped  at  the  purchaser’s  risk. 

8.  R.M.  SMYTHE  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  bids  not  made  in  good 
faith  and  further  reserves  the  right  to  ban  any  bidder  from  participation 
in  its  sales  for  any  reason  deemed  appropriate  at  our  sole  discretion. 

9.  An  R.M.  SMYTHE  auction  bidder  expressly  waives  any  claim  or  right  to 
any  accounting,  damages  or  compensation  arising  out  of  R.M.  SMYTHE’S 
failure  to  receive  or  execute  any  bid  due  to  exclusion  from  our  sales,  clerical 
errors  or  other  causes.  No  bids  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  who  has  not 
signed  a  registration  form  or  a  bid  sheet. 

10.  United  States  coins  and  currency  will  not,  in  conformity  with  law,  be 
opened  at  less  than  face  value. 

11.  No  “buy”  or  “unlimited”  bids  will  be  accepted.  We  will  act  as  agents  for 
all  mail  bidders  in  the  sale.  Mail  bids  below  the  low  estimate  will  not  be 
reduced.  Mail  bids  will  be  opened  at  the  next  interval  over  the  second  highest 
bid  except  where  the  intrinsic  or  regular  market  worth  of  the  item  dictates  an 
opening  at  its  fair  market  value.  Floor  bidding  intervals  will  have  an  average 
increment  of  about  5%  at  the  discretion  of  the  auctioneer.  “Cut”  bids  (bids  at 
less  than  the  regular  bidding  intervals)  will  be  accepted,  but  they  must  be  no 
less  than  half  of  the  regular  interval  over  the  previous  bid.

1001  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling  PCGS  AU-55.  As  indicated 
on  the  holder,  this  is  the  Large  Planchet  type, 
weighing  69.4  grams.  Highly  reflective  steel  gray 
lustre  rolls  off  the  surfaces  of  this  near  Mint  State 
specimen,  only  a  slight  amount  of  wear  is  visible  on 
the  some  of  the  raised  devices.  The  centering  is 
nearly  perfect,  the  planchet  having  a  clip  (as  made)  at 
the  right  obverse  edge  to  adjust  for  the  weight.  Worth 
around  $10,000  -  $12,000. 


1002  1723  Halfpenny  Wood’s  Hibernia  Choice  Brown 
Uncirculated.  98.8  grams. An  unusual  specimen, 
struck  off-center  at  3:00.  The  middle  of  the  planchet 
was  defective  and  granular,  resulting  in  suppressed 
high  points  on  the  obverse  and  corresponding  reverse 
areas.  The  surfaces  are  superb,  extremely  glossy  and 
of  a  lovely  chocolate  brown  color.  On  balance,  both 
quality  and  appearance  of  this  coin  are  quite 
remarkable.  The  off-center  error  should  add  a  nice 
premium.  Could  fetch  $1 ,250  -  $1 ,500. 

1003  1723  Halfpenny  Wood’s  Hibernia  Fine.  Pleasing 
planchet  for  this  type  with  minimal  porosity.  Medium 
brown  toning.  $60  -  $70. 


1004  1760  Halfpenny  EF.  The  VOCE  POPULI  type, 
Nelson  4,  Zelinka  2-A,  No  “P”  on  Obverse.  R-1. 
Perfectly  centered  on  a  nice  broad  planchet,  a  full 
complement  of  denticles  circle  the  obverse.  Traces  of 
red  (mint  red?)  appear  in  the  protected  areas  of  both 
sides,  possibly  from  an  old  cleaning.  $750  -  $950. 


1005  1787  N.J.  Cent  VF  or  better.  Maris-56.  Overstruck  on 
a  Connecticut  Cent  planchet.  Undertype  is  clearly 
visible  on  both  sides.  Even  light  brown  color.  Some 
evidence  of  porosity,  which  blends  in  well  with  the 
planchet.  A  rare  example  of  one  coin  involving  two 
states!  $350  -  $450. 


1006  1783  Washington  Large  Military  Bust  Very  Choice 
Uncirculated.  Glossy  olive-brown  surfaces.  Superb 
strike,  every  detail  fully  expressed.  Numerous 
obverse  die  cracks,  mostly  in  and  around  the  legends. 
A  rarity  in  this  state  of  preservation!  $2,400  -  $2,800. 
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Revolutionary  War  Medals 


1007  1763  “Peace  of  Paris”Silver  Medal  Choice  About 
Uncirculated.  Betts  446.  45mm,  plain  edge.  Dies  by 
Oexlein.  Lightly  circulated  with  hairlined  fields,  and  a 
slight  old  scratch  in  the  left  obverse  field.  The 
condition  is  nevertheless  excellent.  This  medal 
celebrates  the  end  of  the  Seven  Years’  War.  It  depicts 
the  building  at  Hubertsburg  where  Prussia,  Austria 
and  Saxony  signed  the  1763  Peace  Treaty.  The  fact 
that  this  medal  is  struck  in  silver  makes  it  all  the  more 
desirable.  $450  -  $600. 


1008  1781  Dutch  (Doggersbank)  Choice  About

A  most 
historic  and  scarce  Revolutionary  War  era  medal.

1010  1783  Versailles  Treaty  Choice  EF.  Betts  610, 
42mm.  The  “Treaty  of  Versailles”  medal,  in  tin. 
Obverse  shows  Peace  and  America  clasping  hands  in 
a  preliminary  treaty  of  peace  between  France, 
Netherlands,  Spain  and  Britain,  ending  the 
Revolutionary  War.  On  the  reverse,  Peace  tramples  a 
prostrate  Mars  (the  god  of  war).  Customary  for  these 
tin  pieces  is  a  small  copper  plug  (here  at  lower 
portion)  inserted  to  protect  the  metal.  Closely 
connected  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  thus  most

Although  this  Spanish  Milled  Dollar  (8-Reale,  or 
Piece  of  Eight)  was  struck  in  Mexico,  it  was  widely 
circulated  amongst  the  colonists  and  is  considered  to 
be  America’s  first  Silver  Dollar.  “Mo”  is  the 
abbreviation  for  Mexico,  and  “MM”  is  the  assayer’s 
initials.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  steel-blue  lustre  on 
both  sides,  the  central  portions  of  the  obverse,  gray. 
Relatively  free  of  marks  or  defects,  especially  for  a 
circulated  coin.  It  is  the  first  coin  listed  in  R.S. 
Yeoman’s  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins, 
which  says  a  lot  about  its  collectability! 


1129  1798  EF/AU.  Heraldic  Eagle  Type.  Possibly  B-15,  but 
lacks  spur  on  “9”.  Nevertheless,  this  is  being  offered 
as  a  type,  not  a  variety.  Probably  dipped  many  years 
ago  but  has  now  taken  on  a  natural  light,  bright  gray 
tone.  For  a  circulated  coin,  this  is  virtually  free  of  edge 
bumps,  scratches,  nicks  or  other  impairments 
generally  seen  on  these  early  pieces.  The  evenness 
in  details  (including  the  denticulation)  makes  this 
specimen  an  outstanding  candidate  for  a  high-grade 
type  set. 


1130  1798  Fine/VG,  damaged.  The  obverse  has  sharper 
details  than  the  reverse.

White  semi-Proof  Like 
surfaces  glitter  from  under  a  light  beige  veneer,  with 
areas  of  ochre  and  pale  blue  shading  the  reverse.

A  few  bag  marks  here  and  there,  but  this  is  one 
pretty  ”CC”  1st  year  Morgan!

Gorgeous  gun-metal  blue 
and  graphite  reflectivity  covers  both  sides  of  this 
classic  Carson  City  rarity!  The  surfaces  are  practically 
unmarked  to  the  naked  eye,  without  any  bag  marks, 
cheek  scratches  or  rim  problems  to  mar  its 
appearance.  Sharply  struck,  only  a  touch  of  rubbing 
on  the  top  breast  feathers  (well  hidden  by  the  toning) 
might  keep  this  from  a  full  Mint  State  designation.

A  term  used  for  Winged  Liberty  (Mercury)  Dimes  (1916-1945)  to  denote  fullness  of  strike  on  the 
fasces  symbol  on  reverse  side. 


Whizzed 


A  technique  by  which  the  coin  is  wire-brushed  to  simulate  mint  lustre.
